Washington — Bookkeeping in 
astronomical figures has come to 
such, a pass here th at days go by 
before a three-billion-dollar er­ 
ror is caught.

The error was the result of a 
misunderstanding of the terms of 
a letter from President Truman, 
based on recommendations of the 
budget bureau for a big slash in 
1945-46 appropriations for war 
agencies. 
The President recommended 
th at the Office of Civilian De­ 
fense be folded; th at the Offices 
of Defense Transportation, War 
Information, 
Censorship 
and 
Education be cut back; and that 
the War Manpower Commission, 
the 
Petroleum Administration 
for War and the War Production 
Board also trim their wartime 
sails. This, he declared, should 
effect a saving of nearly $69,- 
000,000.

So far, so good. 
But the real economy plum 
suggested by the President was 
the cancellation of an excess of 
$3,100,000,000 of unexpended ap­ 
propriations previously provided 
for the Maritime Commission, 
and the pruning away of $4,265,- 
000,000 in contract authorizations 
also previously granted to Mari­ 
time. 
Economy-minded Congressmen 
and capital commentators imme­ 
diately started whooping it up. 
The President, they said, had 
suggested to the House nearly an 
eight-billion-dollar 
saving 
in 
war expenditures — practically 
the first hint in appropriation 
recommendations that from now 
on the war would be a gentler 
drain on the American pocket­ 
book. 
Clarence Cannon, of Missouri, 
chairman of the powerful House 
Appropriations committee, re­ 
ported to his colleagues thus: 
"“This bill (with the recbm- 
mended cuts) is not only notable 
from a legislative and parliamen­ 
tary point of view; it has deeper 
significance. It marks the begin­ 
ning cfi the-end of the most de­ 
structive, the most savage, the 
most ruthless and the most 
senseless war in recorded history 
—in all the annals of m an’s in- 
umanity to man.” 


T hat’s the way a good many 
legislators felt about this first 
suggestion th at we start cutting 
back a few billions in our war 
expenditures, but the next words 
of Chairman Cannon weren’t 
quite so happy. 
“May I correct here and now,” 
he staid, “the misapprehension 
tj*^ the sum of $3,100,000,000 in 
and $4,265,OOO,Q00 in con- 
'^Brctual authority comprises a 
total savings of $7,365,000,000. 
The saving, of course, is limited 
to the amount of contractual 
authority, because if continued 
the $3,100,000,000 of actual appro­ 
priations necessarily would be 
used to liquidate the $4,265,000,- 
000 of contractual authority. We 
save by this enactment, there­ 
fore, only $4,265,000,000 in this 
one item of the war program.” 
Over at the Maritime Commis­ 
sion, they haven’t even turned a 
hair over the whole business. 
They are still building ships at

Son of Mr. and Mrs. Von 
Heeb of Rushville Killed in 
Action—Another Wounded 
on Luzon. 


A local marine has been killed 
on Okinawa and a young soldier 
wounded in the Philippines, ac­ 
cording to casualty telegrams 
received by their families. 
Sgt. John P. Heeb, 21, was 
killed in action this month bn 
Okinawa, according to official 
word received Thursday night 
by his parents, Mr. and Mrs. Von 
W. Heeb, of 948 West Third 
street. 
The young marine, formerly a 
prominent athlete in Rushville 
high school, pVeviously had been 
wounded in another Pacific cam­ 
paign. His death was the coun­ 
ty’s 41st in World War II. 
No details were contained in 
the casualty message but Mr. 
and Mrs. Heeb were informed 
th at their son was killed “in the 
performance of his duty in the 
service of his country.” They 
were told that information con­ 
cerning Sgt. Heeb’s burial will 
be sent them later. 
Sgt. Heeb was a member of 
the Rushville high school bas­ 
ketball, 
football 
and 
track 
squads when he left high school 
to enlist in the marines on Octo­ 
ber 6, 1942. . 
He received his training at 
San Diego, Calif., and then was 
stationed on Mare Island for 
some time before he left for 
overseas on December 30, 1943.

San Francisco, May 18 (A3) — 
.The. outspoken 
opposition 
of 
many small nations to the big- 
power plan for a veto control of 
future peace-keeping machinery 
today nears a United Nations 
conference test vote. 
It appears possible that the 
big powers — the United States, 
Russia, 
China, 
Britain 
and 
France — may accept some mod­ 
ification of the veto where peace­ 
ful settlement of disputes is con­ 
cerned although Russia could 
block this. But they all stand 
firmly on the proposal that no 
force should be used against any 
nation 
except 
when all five 
agree. 
Prospects are that on a show­ 
down the powers can put over 
the voting formula as they want 
it with the argument that un­ 
less they stick together on great 
international issues of the fu­ 
ture no peace-keeping league 
can hope to prevent war. 
In fact, the whole charter ap­ 
pears to be shaping up along 
lines the Big Five might have 
cut out. 
But some small nations still 
are chipping away at the veto 
authority.T-Some want to elimin­ 
ate it entirely so far as it would 
apply to action seeking the 
peaceful settlement of disputes. 
They may win some concessions. 
The great powers have yielded 
a measure of control in a plan to 
let regional defense systems act 
against any aggressor in case of 
actual attack, although Russia 
still hasn’t accepted this formula.

EDUCATION FOR HEALTH 
Great impetus to the cause of public health ed­ 
ucation should result from the week’s training 
recently received at the National Health institute 
in Washington by the state health chairmen of 
the General Federation of Women’s Clubs. It is 
the belief of Mrs. Marjorie B. mig, national 
health chairman of the federation, that public 
health field education, a comparatively new un­ 
dertaking in this country, will become widespread 
with the federation’s backing. 
How badly it is needed was revealed by the 
hundreds of thousands of American ’youth re­ 
jected in the draft for types of physical unfitness 
that could have been prevented if dealt with in 
time. These cases were by no means confined to 
residents of areas regarded as educationally and 
socially benighted. 
Opportunities to talk with Dr. Mayhew Derry- 
berry of the United States Public Health service 
and trained health educators under his direc­ 
tion have convinced Mrs. Illig and many of the 
state chairmen of the need of trained health 
educators working in every state with local 
groups. As the national health chairman views 
it: 
“If any health education program is to suc­ 
ceed, it must be a community program, with all 
interested groups combined in a health council. 
Where there is no such council the women’s clubs 
hope to lead the way to forming one.” 
The end sought is to create public awareness 
and response to what can and must be done for 
general improvement of community health. 
There are not many trained public health edu­ 
cators today. There was but one serving under 
Dr. Derryberry as recently as 1941. Today there 


are 120 at work in the Carolinas, Oklahoma, 
Michigan, Tennessee, illinois, New York City and 
Puerto Rico. 
Undoubtedly more will take the scientific 
training required when aware that a career is 
open to them, some doubtless aided as others have 
been in the past by state and federal funds and 
private foundations. 


MISAPPREHENSION 
There appears to be no immediate prospect of 
Russia joining in the war against Japan, at least 
to the extent of taking up arms in the Allied 
drive against the Nips. Realists had contended 
that Russia would never enter the Pacific war. 
In announcing that lend-lease to Russia will 
not be entirely cut off, Washington declares this 
is because 500,000 Jap troops are tied up guarding 
the Manchurian border, and that to that extent 
the Allied cause is being aided. It seems to many 
persons that Russia could make a contribution 
of that magnitude without being rewarded. 
It was necessary to find some such justification 
for continuance of lend-lease because Congress 
had decreed that no nation which was not help­ 
ing in the war effort would be eligible. End of 
the war in Europe was to have brought a tight­ 
ening of lend-lease and curtailment of shipments 
to many countries ho longer actually at war. 
But so generous has been U. S. aid, and it has 
been continued for such a long period of time, 
the impression seems to prevail abroad that Un­ 
cle Sam has been cast permanently in the Santa 
Claus role. To disillusion those who would like to 
be aided permanently with the least friction will 
require the exercise.of diplomacy of high caliber.

The American republics, North and South, met 
in Mexico City last March and drew up an agree­ 
ment which they called the Act of Chapultepec. 
It was. the kind of agreement the Latin American 
countries particularly wanted. 
It said: If any nation—foreign or American— 
attacked an American nation, the other Ameri­ 
can countries would -fake united action against 
the aggressor. 
Now comes the United Nations conference 
whose purpose is to create a world organization 
which can prevent war from breaking out any 
place on earth.

But suppose some nation—foreign or American 
—attacked any American country. Would all the 
Americas sit idly by while waiting for the world 
league to decide on action? 
- 
But—if the Americas act independently of the 
new world command, then the league which the 
United Nations are trying to build here might 
develop into just another paper organization. 


For if one regional combination was independent 
why not another? 
Hie regional arrangement of uniting the na­ 
tions of the Western Hemisphere—all the Ameri­ 
cas—into a mutual defense league has been a 
Latin American dream. It is called Pan-Ameri­ 
canism. 
The Latin Americans have been fighting for 
it—to preserve the Act of Chapultepec without 
destroying the league before it is born. 
A solution was drafted by the United States 
delegation. President Truman concurred. It is: 
In case of ah attack on an American country, 
the other American nations would turn first to 
the league to see whether the league would try 
to stop the attack by acting against the aggressor. 
I* the league failed to act effectively, then 
Pan-Americanism would swing into action and 
in accordance with the agreement at Chapulte- 
pec—the united American nations would act 
against the aggressor who started war in the 
Western Hemisphere. 
This combination world-regional plan has not 
yet been agreed to by all the United Nations, but 
it is getting a favorable nod from most.
